veteran organizations, through peri-
odic consultations and other appro-
priate measures.

(10) Provide appropriate representa-
tion to established POW/MIA-related
interagency fora.

(11) Provide a statement of intel-
ligence collection requirements to the
Defense Intelligence Agency, for which
the DPMO identifies a need.

(12) Perform such other functions as
the ASD(RSA) may prescribe.

(b) The Assistant Secretary of Defense
for Regional Security Affairs shall:

(1) Exercise authority, direction, and
control over the DPMO.

(2) Recommend policies and resources
for the administration of the DPMO to
the Under Secretary of Defense for Pol-
icy.

§371.6 Relationships.

(a) In the performance of assigned re-
sponsibilities and functions, the Direc-
tor, DPMO, shall:

(1) Report directly to the ASD(RSA).

(2) Coordinate and exchange informa-
tion with other OSD officials, heads of
the DoD Components, and other Fed-
eral officials having collateral or re-
lated functions.

(3) Use existing facilities and services
of the Department of Defense and other
Federal Agencies, when practicable, to
avoid duplication and to achieve max-
imum efficiency and economy.

(b) Other OSD officials and heads of
the DoD Components shall coordinate
with the Director, DPMO, on all mat-
ters related to the responsibilities and
functions of the DPMO.

§871.7 Authorities.

The Director, DPMO, is hereby dele-
gated authority to:

(a) Obtain reports, information, ad-
vice, and assistance, consistent with
the policies and criteria of DoD Direc-
tive 8910.1,1 as deemed necessary.

(b) Communicate directly with the
heads of the DoD Components. Commu-
nications to the Commanders of Uni-
fied and Specified Combatant Com-
mands shall be transmitted through

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the Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of
Staff.

(¢) Communicate with other Govern-
ment officials, representatives of the
legislative branch, members of the pub-
lic, and representatives of foreign gov-
ernments, as appropriate, in carrying
out assigned functions.

§3871.8 Administration.

(@) The DPMO shall be authorized
such personnel, facilities, funds, and
other resources as the Secretary of De-
fense deems necessary.

(b) The Military Departments shall
assign military personnel to the DPMO
in accordance with approved authoriza-
tions and established procedures for as-
signment to joint duty.

(c) Administrative support required
for the DPMO shall be provided by the
Director, Washington Headquarters
Services.

§378.1 Purpose.

Under the authority vested in the
Secretary of Defense by 10 U.S.C. 113,
this part updates the responsibilities,
functions, relationships, and authori-
ties of the ATSD(IO), as prescribed
herein.

§378.2 Applicability.

This part applies to the Office of the
Secretary of Defense (OSD), the Mili-
tary Departments, the Chairman of the
Joint Chiefs of Staff, the Unified Com-
batant Commands, the Office of the In-
spector General of the Department of
Defense, the Defense Agencies, and the
DoD Field Activities (hereafter re-
ferred to collectively as ‘‘the DoD
Components’).
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
